Interesting News from Brazil. 
By Associated Press. | 

New York, Nov. 18.—The steam- 
ship Earofale, from Rio Janeiro ar- 
rived at Brooklyn westerday morning. 
The ship left before the serious trou- 
ble began in Brazil, but the officers 
bring some ipteresting news. The 
Earndale sailed from Rio on the morn- 
ing of October 24th, having been in 
port about two weeks. During that 
time there were no United States war 
vessels in the harbor, but there were 
two British and one French: cruiser. 
Of all the Brazilian men-of-war in the 
Rio navy only two appeared to be in 
commission, so the reports which 


Brazilian navy were very probably ex- 
aggerated. 

‘The only trouble I know of,’ said 
one of the Earndale’s officers, ‘‘oc- 
curred on the night of October 8th. 
A great crowd of medical students 
gathered in one of the theaters, where 
a rather popular actress was the cause 
of a good deal of cheering and shout- 
ing. The policemen objected to the 
disorder and tried to put a stop to it. 
The result was a rush of students 
against the police, who drew their 
swords and pistols and fonght the 
crowd. Several of the students were 
killed and a number of the combat- 
ants on both sides were badly injured. 
On the following night the police and 
students again met in a row, resulting 
in the death of two of the latter, anda 
number of minor casualties. A young 
Englishman, wh» happened to be 
passing down the street where the 
fight occurred, was instantly killed by 
astray bullet. As a result of this 
rioting the mounted_ police patrolled 
the streets of the capital night and 
day, and after dark it was unsafe to 
go into the streets. The garrison was 
not called on for assistance, probably 
béecanse the army would have sided 
with the civilians, the soldiers hating 
the police. The latter are made up of 
the worst classes. They are mostly 
Negroes’’

ICEBERGS ON THE ATLANTIC | 
jome of Them One Thousand Feet High 
and Seven Miles Thick. ! 

“You see stories about big icebegri | 
in the Atlantic sometimes,” said an old | 
salt the Other day to a Washington Post 
reporter, ‘but do you know they can’t 
hold a candle to those that are found in 
the South Atlantic, in the Antarctic 


| ocean? Why, a berg in the Arctics | 


three-fourths of a mile long and three 
hundred fee thigh is thought to be enor- | 
monus,and so it is, too, if you calculate its 
cubic contents and remember that only 
one-seventh of the whole mass floats 
above water, the balance of it being be- 
low. The weight of a berg this size is 
about two billion tons. | 

‘But in the Antarctic oceans the bergs 
are something stupendous. Some that. 
have been noticed from time to time | 
were four hundred to one thousand feet 
above the water, and were from three | 
to five miles long. One can scarcely | 
realize the immensity of such masses of | 
ice. 

“Where do they come from? Why, | 
from the ice above the south pole, to be | 
sure. You know a good many expedi- 
tions have been sent out to explore | 
these seas from time to time, Capt.Cook | 
in 1773 being one of the early ones. He | 
discovered, as others did, what he sup- | 
posed to be land, but it has generally | 
happened that when one explorer has | 
set down land on his charts a second 
one finds water one thousand fathoms | 
deep. 

“Oh, about the ice. To be sure. Well, 
these explorers, when they penetrate to 
about seventy-five degrees south lati- 
tude, ¢ me across a great wall of ice 
risinc bove the water higher than the 
mast .ead and extending as far as the 
eye can see. Capt. Ross, where he saw 
it, says it stretched along for four hun- 
dred and fifty miles and it was from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred | 
feet above the water. When such a) 
mass of ice is about,do you wonder 
there are big icebergs? 

“What sort of land is there atthe. 
south pole? Well, that’s rather hard to | 
say, since hardly anyone has ever seen | 
any of it, and that only at a distance. | 
Ross discovered some volcanoes about | 
78 degrees south latitude, which is as | 
‘ar as anyone has ever penetrated, but 
nost of the other land discovered has 
zenerally turned out to be only ice. 

‘Ii is supposed that the land at the 
pole itself is a cluster of low islands, | 
maybe with mountains, but these are 
all covered with ice. Taking the small- 
est slope down which ice will flow at 
one foot in two hundred and eleven, it 
is estimated that the ice at the pole is 
seven miles thick. Yes, it does seem a 
very big yarn, but then when you 
know that about thirty or forty feet of 
snow falls there during a single year 
you can easily see that it cannot all 
melt in the short summer season, and it 
zoes on accumulating year after year. 

“The expedition from Australia? 
Yes, there issome talk about that, and 
the cvlonies have raised four or five 
thousand pounds sterling to pay ex- 
penses. But it can’t pay in any com- 
mercial sense. No one lives down there. 
There is no trade, and it is the height 
of the improbable that anv expedition 

2 reach the pole overiand, Well, if 
thoy do, what then? It would solve no 
problem of science and would be of no 
benefit to the human race. The at- 
tempt to find it is only another one of 
those foolhardy things that men often 
risk their lives to do, and all to no pur- 
pose.

I once visited in a large 
city the newspapers which I had long 
admired almost with reverence, and was 
surprised’ to hear a citizen say that 
what the city really needed was better 
papers; they would bring “eastern cap- 
ital.” Every citizen of a country town 
wants his locality ‘“‘boomed,” to the end 
that he may sell his fifty-dollar lot for 
five hundred dollars; he can appreciate 
how a really good paper might aid him 
in this, and because his lot does not ad- 
vance in value as he thinks it should he 
has a grievance against the editor. He 
longs for an editor with some ‘‘snap” in 
him. I don't know what ‘‘snap” means, 
but I know this is the quality usually 
thought to be lacking. There are more 
great men in every country town than 
really exist in the entire nation, 
and-if they are not recognized the 
local papers are of no account. I was 
once bothered a good deal by a certain 
man who said he could clean more 
chickens in an hour than any other 
chicken cleaner in the world, and he 
wanted the fact mentioned. Men who 
are never suspected of greatness by 
other people accuse themselves of it to 
the editors, and when they refuse to 
mention this greatness they are told 
that their columns contain a great deal 
of stuff not half so intcresting. It has 
occurred to me that when a citizen ofa 
country town becomes drunk the first 
thing he does is hunt up the editor and 
tell him what is the matter with the 
ommunity.
